driver was peremptorlly ordered out of the WAy
by the Marshals, and a8 he wes belng bhemmed

i avd jeered at by the rapidly incrensing crow:l.

this driver, whose name is at present unkuown

inguired where he shouid vo, !

Instead of giving the man any intormation,
several members of the Ancient Order of Hibor-
ninvs, No. 3, from Brookiyn, who were stavding
in line near by, made an attack upon the bewil-
dered man and were driving bim from the
vehiele. At this juncture, OMlcor Angust Herse-
man, ol the Thirteenth Precioet Police, who
wiis stationed near by, jumped on the truck 1o
protect the driver rom lnjury, His conduct in
£0 dotbs ralsed the ire o1 the processlouists 1o
such a degree that a simultancous assiult was
wade up. o the otitcer by o large number of tho
Brooklyn societies (Nos, 3, 4, and 7) and ho was
knocked down and severely tujored by being
trun pled upon by the toturinted nssalants,

Information of fhe atfray soon reached the
knowledee of Houndswan William E. Brosn,
of the Thirteenih Precinct, who wis stuuding
on the corner ol Orund street and Bast Browd-
way., He immediately eollected a squad of
men, onduly penr by, and rao down to nesist
thelr brather officer,” A this handful of police-
men borled themselves upon the strogeling
crowd, they were eneulfed in the mase and were
all saverely handled, The Hibernians broke
their stavee of office, and used the fragments as
shillelahe and clubs with such eflect that the
officers were the recipients of several ugly sealp
wonuds and brulses, They were also knocke
down, trumpled on, and kicked, During the
second battle, one of the Mar-hals, from Brook-
lyn, drew his sabre and deult Officer Burratt, of
the Thirteeuth Precinet, a blow on the head,
inflictine u severe and daveerous wound.

News of the confiiet spread rapidiy, uod the
officers statloned along the line ran down to
the ursistsnce ol the officers engaged, But as
they arrived singly, the rietrrs were enabled to
beat them off. Captain Helme, of the Thir-
teenth Precinet, heard of toe row, ns he stood
on the corner of Clinton street nnd East Brownd-
way, when he and Sergeant Barnitt collected
a sullicient force, and 2o0n succeeded jn scut-
tering the insurgents, Scarcely hud be per-
formed this service when the reserves from
the Beventh and Eleventh Precingts came ap
on the double.quick, and they drove the assall-
anté down Fast Broadway in spléndid style,
desling eflective and telling blows as they pro-
ceeded, This ended the disturbance, and the
police re-tormed and proceeded to piek up their
wounded, who wers removed to the Delancy
Btreel Station House. The following is a com-

TIE BURNE HOMICIDER,

Court of Oyer and Terminer—Judges
Ludiow and Pelrce—Willinm B, Mann, Esq.,
Distriot Attorney; T, Bradford Dwight, Assists
ant District Attorney.—~The Court reassembled
at 24 o'clovk yoslerday afternoon, and the

June Lemar testifiod that she saw Muarphay
drinking beer at Girard Park, at 0 o'elook, oit
July 16th; starting to go home togother, thoy
passed Jennie Arnold, who was spresing: & man
struck Jennle twice, and then Murphey turned
bk and expostulated with him for doing WO
Murphey took the man by the vest and spoke
1o him genlly; besthen let go his hold, when the
man commenced striking him, Tho witness
sereamed murder, which brought twenly or
thirty men from the bar-room; the first assall-
ant hind Murphey down, and the othors assistod
him; the woman finally commenced Lo seremnm
thot her aggallant had a large kolfe; Marphey
was lyiog on the ground with five men on him,
one of whom was Owen Burns, The witnoss
nsked them to let Murphey up, but one of the
men struele her in the breast, when she ran
nway for the pollev; Murphey finnlly got ont of
the erowd and went into the Park Hm«ﬁ, alimost
miling ns he went up the steps; he then dig-
coverdd that e bnd been stabboed, On oross
examination the witness lestifled that Burns
was not the man who had the altercation with
Jennle Arnold,

Willlam Richardson testiflied that he saw
Burns kieking st Murphey, nnd stopped him;
hall:p=~doxen men wore ot Murplhey; witboss
thon strack Barns,

Amanda Goodwin corroborated the testimony
of Jane Lemar, and sald further that a second
crowd, composed of Murphey's friends, onmo
upon the scene, and o genernl fight ensaed;
